The night before the tirst of April I visited the
Exhioition. What confusion! a hopeless in-
tricacy of incumbrances scaltered aronud,

The render may
say yes; bul we enleriala a private bellel that
a brigade of fairfes must have asslsted inthe
transformation, However this may Le, the
Emperor and Empress came and made the
perambulation of the greater part of the bulld-
ing; and although two bours weré given to the
gask, they did not evinea Lhe allghtest evidence
of fatigue, but they smiled saminbly and bowed
with the greatest courtesy Lo all untl! thelr de-
parture from the place,

In glving the reader an Iden of the construe.
tion of this immense Exposition, we will come-
mence with the garden in the very Lieart of the
edifice: here are velvely lawns of verdure,
interspersed  with beauteocus little sheels of
water; in the very cenilre of this ceutre I8 a
mysterious lklosque not yet finls hed,

Converging to this central garden are sixteen
avennes—four of them are of splendid width,
and if they were continuous (the garden ln the
oinlre provents them being s0) they would
oross eagh other at right angles. At the ead of
each of these four boulevards the prmc.:tpul
entrances Are gitunted—one of which is L'Ka-
reo o' Honnowr, and fuces Lhe bridge of Jena,

What
imugination s thore capable of oon juring up
suoh idons of brillin'it fantnay a8 are nctually
realized by what tere we ses spresd out
on either hand? The next eircle (the fourth)
devoled to the elothiog, and the materials that
enter into the construction thereof, of all lands
that recelve Lhe sun’s broad light., Fantastic
capriclonsness, such as bere displayed, may be
Imagined, but not written. The various colors
and male of material are truly wonderful, and
bring, as It were, the nnlverse before our eyes:
Buch pootio costumes ! such 1deas of dress! Of g
verity, one would think thelr Inventors were
possessed of a gplendid madness. After making
the clreult of this departmens, we again
ke one of the stralght avenues, aod
walk towards the oxterlor of the bullding,
until wearrive at what we shall term the fifth
glroular avenue ol the Exhibitlion., Here 1k to
be found the most wonderful productions of the
vegelable, animal, and mineral kingdom 8
How shall wo venture to deseribe the wondoers

of wonders that here abound 1o limitless pro-

fuslon T The beauteons minerals, torn from the

bosom of mother ¢arth, would eall for volumaes
